Where- 
asisthe feare of God, there 15(faith he)the keeping of the 
commaundements : aad where as is the keeping of the 
commaundements, there is the cleanſing of-the fleſh - 
which fleſ»is a cloude before the ſoules eye, and ſuf- 
fereth it. not purely to ſee the beame of the heauenly * 
light; Where as .is the cleanſing of the fleſh, 'there is 
the illamioation of the holy Ghoſt, the ende of all our 
deſires, and the very light whereby the veritie of Sert 
ture is ſcene and perceiued. This is the minde, and al- 
moſt the wordes of Gregorie Nazianzene, doCtour of the 
Greeke Church, of whome Saint Ierome faith, that unto 
his time the Latine Church had no writer able to be com- 
and to make an euen match with him. There- 
tore to conclude this latter. part, every man that com- 
meth to the reading of -this holy Booke, ought to bring 
with him firſt and formoſt this feare-of Almightie God, 
and then next, a firme and ſtable purpoſe to reforme 
his owne ſelfe according thereuato, ſo to continue, 
e, and proſper from time to time, ſhewiog him- 
fe tobe a ſober and fruitefull hearer and learner: which 
if he doe, he ſhall proue at length well able —_ 
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
